Negotiations between the 
city of Romulus and the local 
school district to jointly pur¬ 
sue the creation of a new rec¬ 
reation center facility and one 
or more municipal/school 
pool(s) apparently has ended. 

Members of the City Council 
along with Mayor William 
Oakley and the School Board 
and Superintendent Dr. Will¬ 
iam Bedell have been meeting 
regularly for over a year in an 
effort to fine-tune a united 
front on the need for a modern 
recreation center, local public 
pools and upgrading of local 
school facilities. 

Mayor William Oakley re¬ 
vealed just before the City 
Council meeting ended on 
Monday night that the joint 
talks have ended, but that the 
city has offered to buy the old 
Junior High property for the 
creation of a new recreation 
center. 

Oakley inferred in his pub¬ 
lic statements that he wasn’t 
sure that the school property 
would be offered to the city af¬ 
ter talking with Bedell re¬ 
cently. 

Oakley said following the 
long series of talks, his admin¬ 
istration felt the pool/rec 
center/school additions nego¬ 
tiations were not leading to a 
“practical way for the city to 
cooperate” with the school dis¬ 
trict 

It appears the two governing 
bodies had different visions on 
the tax issue raised by such a 
joint venture. 

After the public meeting, 
Oakley was asked what 
amount of acreage was in¬ 
volved in the potential sale 
and he said that decision had 


not been discussed yet. 

The Mayor also said no 
price had been set on the prop¬ 
erty. 

A phone conversation with 
Bedell on Tuesday morning re¬ 
vealed that the school trustees 
still plan to offer the public a 
referendum this September 
that would include the build¬ 
ing of a new 20-room elemen¬ 
tary school on the old Eloise 
property off Beverly road and 
additions to current schools 
that would eliminate class 
overcrowdings. 

Bedell admitted that the 
district needs to confer yet 
with the Michigan Treasury 
Department about the pending 
($30 millon?) referendum late 
this summer, so that homeo¬ 
wners would get a tax break. 

In addition to the school 
building and additions, Bedell 
said, the district would add a 
Lab 6000 (the latest in technol¬ 
ogy) at the high school. 

A pool for the school district 
still is being debated, Bedell 
added. 

The school district probably 
would offer the city up to 13 
acres of the old Junior High 
property for a potential new 
rec center, Bedell said, and 
would put an asking price on 
the property at that time. 

Councilwoman Debbie Ro- 
mak expressed relief over the 
end of the city/schools joint ef¬ 
fort talks on the stated pro¬ 
jects, claiming she felt they 
could have placed an exces¬ 
sive long term debt on city res¬ 
idents. 

Both Councilmen William 
Crova and William Wadsworth 
expressed hopes that talks bet¬ 
ween the council and school 
trustees could continue on 
other issues.

Linda Cook to head district’s 
technology program this July

Back in 1962, Linda Cook 
was Romulus High School’s 
class valedictorian. 

In July, Cook will carry that 
educational mantle to a new 
height, as she takes over the 
Romulus School District’s mas¬ 
sive technology program. 

Dr. Samuel LaMonica, hu¬ 
man resources director, re¬ 
vealed Monday that Cook has 
been studying the district’s 
technological strengths and 
weaknesses for the past two or 
three years. 

Cook’s background, technol¬ 
ogy skills and dedication made 
her an easy choice for such a 
demanding position, 


LaMonica said. 

Cook, who loves a challenge, 
will supervise the day to day 
operations of more than 2,000 
computers and technology per¬ 
sonnel. 

The new tech chief is look¬ 
ing forward to processing a 
pair of technology grants total¬ 
ing $281,000 that will allow Ro¬ 
mulus Schools to purchase 
new computer software and of¬ 
fer local teachers a variety of 
16 different computer classes 
to expand their tech leader¬ 
ship skills during the summer. 

Cook’s heavy respon¬ 
sibilities also will include put¬ 
ting on software previews...so 
that teachers will know what 
software materials are avail¬ 
able . 


She also will be asked to 
evaluate such software and to 
ultimately decide which ones 
to purchase for the district. 

Cook also will oversee the 
district’s Web site for each 
building, oversee Channel 41 
(the school’s cable channel) 
and develop the district’s pol¬ 
icy and guidelines on future 
student internet use.

While we chuckled to our¬ 
selves at the humorous com¬ 
ment, I think Rosemary may 
have spoke better than she 
knew. She was far closer to the 
truth than most of us realize. 

My wife was charged on 
7-30-98 with an unlicensed 
yard sale and unkept prem¬ 
ises. What Rosemary Otzman 
should have said was un¬ 
licensed weeney roast! 

The reason for this letter is 
to inform the local people of 
the types of things going on in 
their community and also in 
the legal system. We have 
many people who write their 
local papers who demonstrate 
great wisdom and insight into 
not only local problems, but 
national and world problems 
as well. They distrust the “ex¬ 
perts”, fear Big Brother, know 
their history, and cherish indi¬ 
vidual liberty. These are the 


people whom I want to listen 
and whose support I need. 

As of this letter, our court 
date is 6/11/99, at 9:30 a.m. My 
wife and I are defending our¬ 
selves on this one. We’ve 
poured hundreds of hours and 
thousands of dollars into the 
legal research and have be¬ 
come quite knowledgeable, 
about laws and the legal sys¬ 
tem. Between both of us we’ve 
read about 500 different cases 
and have many of the fancy 
lawyer-type books and such. 
We’re pretty serious people. 

Also, we have a civil suit 
against the two ordinance offi¬ 
cers and two police officers 
that were involved in this inci¬ 
dent.

• You’ll understand why 
they only charged my wife in 
an alleged “household crime” 
of jointly owned private prop¬ 
erly allegedly being sold on a 
jointly owned private resi¬ 
dence. (It won’t create a con¬ 
torting feeling). 

• You’ll see how the govern¬ 
ment tries to punish you for ex¬ 


ercising guaranteed rights. 

• You’ll hear what the courts 
have already decided-you 
can’t punish people for exer¬ 
cising a constitutional right. 

• You’ll learn about your ab¬ 
solute right to not only just 
own property, but to use it and 
dispose (sell) it! 

• You’ll learn about capri¬ 
cious prosecution and govern¬ 
mental misconduct. 

• You’ll be shocked and out¬ 
raged at what is being used 
and upheld as evidence 
against us. 

• You’ll feel proud at watch¬ 
ing two high school graduates 
defend and thoroughly whip a 
high-priced attorney and a 
power hungry government. 

And that’s just the tip of the 
iceberg! 

Make no mistake. This “un¬ 
licensed weeney roast” is 
scheduled for an all day trial!

Coyotes migrate from Canton to Westland

What’s next? Roadrunner? 

Several coyotes have popped 
up in Westland, mostly at Holliday 
Park Nature Preserve and Hix 
Park. They’ve also been seen as 
far south in Westland as Cherry 
Hill. 

“There have been several 
sightings,mostly near 
Hicks between Joy and Cherry 
hill,” said Westland Animal Con¬ 
trol Officer Dewey FYady. 

Officer FYady recently encoun¬ 
tered a coyote. A resident spotted 


a coyote in a backyard and FYady 
tried to chemically tranquilize it 
“It got away after a dozen or so 
stings [from the tranquilizer 
gun],” said FYady 

The reddish-brown bushy- 
tailed animals, which look much 
like a cross between a small collie 
and German Shepherd, reported¬ 
ly migrated from Canton, driven 
out by rapid development 

Coyotes are an extremely 
adaptable wildlife species that 
survives well in urban environ¬ 
ments. According to wildlife ex¬ 
perts, coyotes are not a threat to 
humans, just pets. 


“When they get tame, some¬ 
times they go after pets,” said 
FYady 

In the very few incidents 
where a coyote has bitten a hu¬ 
man, the coyote has generally 
been fed by well-meaning but 
misguided individuals and has lost 
its natural fear of people. In the 
wild, coyotes avoid people. 

Their bites are not deadly, 
since rabies has never been de¬ 
tected in the BC coyote popula¬ 
tion, thus is not a concern at this 
time. 

Coyotes are curious but timid 
animals and will generally flee, at 


speeds up to 64 mph, if chal¬ 
lenged. Feeding coyotes can 
cause them to lose their natural 
fear of people and become depen¬ 
dent on handouts. 

Coyotes can survive in West- 
land because they eat a variety of 
food. A coyote’s diet ranges from 
rodents in the wild to garbage and 
small pets in urban areas. 

“So far there’s been no coyote 
problems - no property damage 
or attacks,” said FYady, who said 
that Animal Control hopes to trap 
a few.

Nearly 99 percent of the 300 
alarm calls the Canton Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety receives 
per month are false. As Canton 
continues to grow, it is necessary 
to reduce the amount of false 
alarms that are received. Wasted 
time is spent responding to un¬ 
founded complaints. In January 
the Department enacted a Fhlse 
Alarm Ordinance and implement¬ 
ed a system of warning residents 
who were in violation. 

A false alarm is defined in the 
ordinance as any activation of an 
alarm system or its components 
which does not signal an actual 
fire or criminal act A false alarm 
is also defined as a system activa¬ 
tion which indicates a situation 
other that what the alarm system 
ivas designed for. An alarm acti¬ 
vation caused by severe weather, 
power failure or other unexpect¬ 
ed emergencies beyond the con¬ 
trol of the owner or lessee shall 
hot be considered a false alarm. 

; The goal of the ordinance is to 
advise the owner or resident that 
a problem exists, and to encour¬ 
age them to take immediate steps 
to resolve the problem. If a busi¬ 
ness or residence has three false 
alarms in one calendar year, they 
will be cited with a violation of 
the ordinance. This will result in 
fines up to $500 and/or 90 days in 
jail. 

In January alone the depart¬ 
ment responded to 393 false 
alarms, with 69 percent of those 
being from commercial business¬ 
es. This is an average of 12.67 
false alarms per day. 

Since October of last year the 
Department of Public Safety has 
presented several informative 
training sessions for both busi¬ 
ness owners and residents. By at¬ 
tending a training session busi¬ 
ness owners and residents 
learned how to prevent false 
alarms. The session empowered 
the business owners to work with 
the Public Safety Department in 
the reduction of these calls.

Presidential forum to jump 
start non violence campaign? 


Over the weekend, President Clinton 
began the assault on teen violence. He in¬ 
vited approximately forty people to the 
White House to discuss solutions to the 
school violence epidemic that is sweep¬ 
ing our society. It was reported that every¬ 
one, including representatives of the film 
and music industry, gunmakers and inter¬ 
net service agreed the problem is huge 
and their ought to be a commission ap¬ 
pointed to implement solutions. 

The forum came none too soon. Locally, 
the aftermath to the Littleton massacre, 
has been disturbing. Mad bomber copy¬ 
cats seeking publicity or an end to their 
problems, have struck with threats at 
many public places, including several 
schools. Here’s what happened late week 
alone: 

An angry eighth grader angrily threat¬ 
ens to blow-up Romulus Middle School 
and cut off everyone’s head. The threats 
were made in a confrontation with the as¬ 
sistant principal. 

In the same school district, the high 
school is evacuated forcing the cancella¬ 
tion of extracurricular activities includ¬ 
ing a baseball game. The reason for the 
evacuation - a bomb threat called in by a 
male teenager 

Hundreds of kids stayed home from 
John Glenn High School last Friday be¬ 
cause of rumors that violence of some na¬ 
ture would take place. This was after the 
school had been evacuated two days ear¬ 
lier because a student had pulled a fire 
alarm as a prank. 

Canton and Salem high schools contin¬ 
ue to be the source of persistent rumors, 
much like John Glenn. Parents are keep¬ 
ing their children home while school offi¬ 
cials do everything they can to quell the 
many stories.

Prosecutor takes on Supreme Court 


Chief Prosecutor George Ward 
gained a national reputation for 
successfully defending Wayne 
County’s right to impound cars 
used to solicit prostitutes, even if 
the car owner wasn’t in the car 
when the decoy officer collared 
the John. 

In the case where Ward won 
his Supreme Court spurs, the im¬ 
pounded car - a jalopy - be¬ 
longed to the john’s wife. 

The victory gave hooker-infest¬ 
ed urban communities a tool to 
fend offjohns. 

While the Supreme Court vic¬ 
tory left no doubt about Ward’s le¬ 
gal skills, the jury will soon be 
able to rule on his literary skills. 

Ward’s new book, Liberty 
and Law: The Culture, the Court, 
and the Consent of the Governed , 
will soon be published. 

While I haven’t read the book 

yet, I read Ward’s article, “How a 
Court Can Derail a Culture,” 
drawn from it in the May 1999 

Chronicles magazine, and I was 
knocked out by the article’s 
theme. 

In if Ward traces the Supreme 
Court’s theft of our national and 
local legislatures’ policy-making 
powers. 

In case you haven’t noticed, 
Supreme Court rulings, not local 
laws, have empowered criminals 
and defanged police, mutated 
public schools into social engi¬ 
neering laboratories, and mandat¬ 
ed abortion laws. 

In Ward’s article, he focuses on 
decisions that gave the Supreme 
Court’s stamp of approval on 
promiscuity by ruling against 
state laws supporting marriage. 



Ward wrote: “In it’s primary 
sense, ’promiscuity’ means the 
disposition to give in to 'all our 
impulses’ whether good our bad. 
It is a reversal of the civilizing 
process and, since surrendering 
to impulse cannot be confined to 
sexuality, has consequences on a 

number of levels. To many a kid, 
adults notorious for breaking the 
Sixth Commandment, whether 
parents or presidents, are just 
self-absorbed adults notorious for 
breaking the Commandments. 

”How else could today's prob¬ 
lem of so many kids without role 
models have developed? The 
murderous outbursts by children, 
unlike anything known in prior 
times, and the remorselessness of 
youthful predators, are manifesta¬ 
tions of a promiscuity which has 
advanced to the next stage.” 

In the article, Ward argues that 
the Court derailed our culture by 
improvising, instead of following, 
our Constitution, which delegated 
policy making to elected repre¬ 
sentatives, people who were ac¬ 
countable to voters. 

“Ours is a living constitution 
because it applies to new situa¬ 
tions that are within the contem¬ 
plation of its clear provisions and 
because it can always be updated 
with amendments,’’ Ward wrote. 
“But it is not a living document in 
the sense that some provisions 


’grow,’ while others ’whither,’ ac¬ 
cording to the whim of the cur¬ 
rent Court” 

In the article, Ward recalls the 
history of how the Supreme Court 
invented a right to privacy out of 
thin air to prevent states from reg¬ 
ulating sexual restrictions that re¬ 
quired self-discipline and the 
postponement of gratification. 
Building on similar decisions, the 
Court ending up weakening the 
marriage contract (which Ward 
argues should have been 
strengthened by rulings) and ulti¬ 
mately reducing the family in a 
1977 decision to merely an “arbi¬ 
trary boundary - the boundary of 
the nuclear family.” 

This resulted, according to 
Ward, in “weakening the culture” 
and fueling the “expensive and 
counterproductive programs of 
the Great Society.” 

I think he means the “Great 
Society” that subsidizes welfare 
babies and penalized fathers for 
living at home. 

Ward is hopeful that our legis¬ 
latures can regain their powers 
once the Supreme Court realizes 
that judicial activism results from 
bad judgment, not bad faith. 

“How a Court Can Derail a 
Culture” rectifies the error with 
good judgement and reasoning. 
If Liberty and Law: The Culture, 
the Court, and the Consent of the 
Governed is as good, perhaps 
Ward will once again prevail up¬ 
on the Supreme Court - but this 
time on a more crucial issue. 

Unless the unelected lifetime 
justices return policy making to 
legislators, nothing will remain of 
our free republic.

One of my first exposures to 
the effort known as the Rouge 
River Wet Weather Demon¬ 
stration Project was an educa- 
tional pamphlet I read 
informing the public that be¬ 
cause of storm drains and 
drainage ditches we all live on 
river front property. This is an 
issue I have brought up 

before in this column as it 
relates to the fact that every¬ 
thing on our lawns and drive¬ 
ways, will after a rainstorm or 
snow melt, make its way to the 
Rouge River. 

There was a time when I 
thought this only applied to 
shopping carts. Shopping 
carts, if you’ve noticed, seem to 
have an almost magical attrac¬ 
tion to water. You can go to any 
grocery store near an open 
drainage ditch and find at 
least a couple of these runa¬ 
way carts half in and half out 
of the stream bed. Apparently 
they become stuck in the 
muddy bottom while attempt¬ 
ing to make their escape. 

The owners then leave them 
there as an example to other 
carts with similar plans. Old 
tires have a propensity to¬ 
wards this type of escape as 
well and can be seen next to 
their stainless steel brethren 
just waiting the 500 or so years 
it will take for mother nature 
to break them down. 

The good thing about tires 
and shopping carts is that it’s 
pretty easy to fish them out of 
there, providing they promise 
not to do it again, with other 
substances it isn’t that easy.

Look up and down the street 
on a nice spring day and you 
will notice your neighbors 
tearing the heart out of the 
Rouge River like they have a 
personal vendetta against fish.

Mr. Frugal on the corner is 
changing the water pump on 
his car himself to save money 
while allowing the antifreeze 
to run out all over the place 
and your watching the whole 
affair, shaking your head in 
disbelief, while washing your 
car with phosphate detergent. 
Everyone in this scenario is 
harming the river, including 
you. 

The little things we do every 
day add up in the long run. 
That’s true with saving money, 
with helping to rehabilitate 
the Rouge River, and with 
most everything else in life 
too. If we would stop and con¬ 
sider the impact of our actions 
we would likely stop in an in¬ 
stant. Not to many people 
throw garbage out car win¬ 
dows and not too many people 
would do these other things ei¬ 
ther, if they knew it was ba¬ 
sically the same thing. 

That’s what this column is 
about, it certainly isn’t about 
literary mastery, it’s about get¬ 
ting more familiar with our 
waterways and how to coexist 
with them. Like everything 
else, we may discover that it 
was all about common sense 
after all.

harsh discipline is as much the 
cause of violent behavior as 
permissive parenting. A 
healthy medium is essential. 

The only read solution is a 
well-thought out, weLl- 
researched plan. We spend 
twelve years going to school in 
order to learn the skills 
needed to obtain a job and be 
productive citizens. But one 
subject that is not touched on 
(or only briefly) is parenting. 
Isn’t this the most important 
job people will ever face? Yet 
we are taught nothing about 
parenting. Sure, there are oc¬ 
cassional classes or seminars 
offered on the subject for 
adults. But before becoming 
parents, we think we already 
know what to do. We swear we 
will avoid the mistakes of our 
own parents. But once we have 
children, we realize how little 
we know. We may refer to 
dozens of books and find con¬ 
tradictory advice, which only 
leaves us more helpless and 
confused. And if we hold any 
scars from childhood they tend 
to come out in our parenting 
techniques, whether we real¬ 
ize it or not. 

The solution should be ob¬ 
vious; a family and parenting 
curriculum that begins in ele¬ 
mentary school and continues 
unti graduation. In the lower 
grades, children should be 
taught to value themselves and 
others. As they grow they 
should learn about marriage, 
parenting, and other impor¬ 
tant family issues. Students 
should learn about family dys¬ 
function, how to recognize it, 
and how to overcome it. In ad¬ 
dition, each student should re- 
ceive annual counseling 
sessions within the school to 
give children opportunities to 
express their concerns and 
fears. Children rarely seek 
help for problems, if they rec¬ 
ognize them at all. But if they 
are invited in to non¬ 
threatening environment for 
the purpose of sharing their 
feelings, they may be able to 
open up. This would not only 
offer opportunities for inter¬ 
vention of abused and ne¬ 
glected children, but it would 
indicate milder family dys¬ 


function. These children and 
their families could then be of¬ 
fered therapy. Obviously such 
a program may not bring about 
substantial results imme¬ 
diately, but over years, as fam¬ 
ily dysfunction is alleviated, 
the results would be over¬ 
whelming.. Of course there 
would be issues to iron out, 
such as lengthening the school 
year. And the costs of such a 
publicly supported program 
will be considerable. But in 
the long-run, the results of the 
program would save the gov¬ 
ernment a bundle through re¬ 
ductions in crime, welfare, 
drug and alcohol abuse, child 
and spousal abuse, and mental 
health care to name a few. 

Nevertheless, there are 
many who will oppose such a 
solution. And when we ask 
why, we should realize that 
thos who protect the loudest 
are the ones who have the 
most to hide and who’s chil¬ 
dren need it the most.

‘Environmental’ 
Vice President 
threatens dolphins 

To the Editor: 

The American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals (ASPCA) joins more 
than 85 environmental and an¬ 
imal welfare organizations in 
expressing deep concern over 
an expected Federal ruling by 
Secretary of Commerce Will¬ 
iam Daley that could disman¬ 
tle decades of successful 
dolphin conservation. On 
March 31st The Secretary is 
expected to decide whether 
the use of mile-wide nets to 
catch tuna has had a signifi¬ 
cant adverse effect on dolphin 
populations in the Eastern 
Tropical Pacific (EPT); The 
ASPCA says the outcome of 
this decision could make the 
U.S. standard for “dolphine- 
safe” labels meaningless and 
put millions of dolphines at 
risk once again. 

Dolphine-safe lables have 
been on U.S. canned tuna 
since the 1990 International 
Dolphin Conservation Pro¬ 
gram Act was enacted, largely 
in response to consumer pres¬ 
sure. A designation that says 


no dolphins were encircled or 
caught in deadly tuna nets, 
consumers have come to trust 
in the reliable standard. But 
last May, caving into foreign 
trade pressure, the White 
House passed legislation that 
lifted the five-year-old U.S. em¬ 
bargo, allowing countries that 
still use these nets to import 
dolphin-deadly tuna into the 
United States. Fortunately, a 
compromise amendment was 
passed that temporarily kept 
the integrity of the dolphin- 
safe labels until more re¬ 
search could be done. 

Now. The ASPCA fears the 
Clinton Administration will 
back a Federal ruling that may 
decide that chasing and encir¬ 
cling dolphins in tuna nets 
does not have a “significant 
adverse impact’’ on dolphin 
populations. The ASPCA, 
along with many experts in the 
scientific community says the 
Secretary’s findings will be 
based on faulty and inconclu¬ 
sive evidence. 

“Our concern is that the 
Secretary’s upcoming decision 
will depend on only one survey 
of dolphin populations and 
that survey is incomplete,” 
says ASPCA President Dr. La¬ 
rry Hawk. “We also find it dis- 
turbing that our 
“environmental” Vice Presi¬ 
dent is likely to support a “no 
significant adverse impact” 
ruling so Congress can give 
countries that export dolphin- 
deadly tuna the green light to 
trade with the United States. 
This blatantly ignores the will 
of the American people, who 
for decades have made it clear 
that they want dolphines pro¬ 
tected.” 

Preserving the current 
strong definition of dolphine- 
safe tuna would mean Ameri¬ 
can consumers would be able 
to continue buying tuna with 
trustworthy dolphin-safe la¬ 
bles; under the proposed 
changes, the dolphin-safe tuna 
labels would be indistinguish¬ 
able from deadly- dolphin 
tuna labels. Because schools of 
dolphins swim above schools 
of yellow fin tuna only in the 
Eastern Tropical Pacific, coun¬ 
tries such as Mexico, Colum¬ 
bia, and Venezuela still use 
mile-wide nets to catch tuna. 
As a result, dolphins are 
chased, harassed and en¬ 
circled, an hours-long process 


that leaves the dolphins ex¬ 
hausted, a separates nursing 
mothers from calves, and re¬ 
sults in stress and injuries so 
severe as to cause illness and 
sometimes death. The ASPCA 
believes these practives are 
both inhumane and cruel. 

Since the U.S. enacted its 
dolphin-safe law, dolphin 
deaths from ETP fishing ves¬ 
sels have plunged from over 
52,000 in 1990 to fewer than 
3,000 in 1998. In 1972, U.S. and 
foreign tuna fishing vessels 
slaughtered nearly 400,000; to¬ 
day U.S. fishing nets kill no 
dolphins. 

As a result of the embargo, 
Mexico and other Latin Ameri¬ 
can countries threatened to 
seek trade sanctions against 
the U.S. claiming that the em¬ 
bargo violates international 
trade agreements. To appease 
the demands of these coun¬ 
tries, the Clinton Administra¬ 
tion negotiated a deal that 
would allow the dolphin-safe 
labels to include tuna caught 
with unsafe encirclement 
practices. 

“If the Secretary rules 
against dolphins, it will be 
nothing more than sacrificing 
a good law on the altar of free 
trade,” says Hawk. “They are 
weakening this law, not for 
consumers, canning com¬ 
panies or dolphin protection, 
but on behalf of Mexico. Col¬ 
ombia, and other nations that 
are attempting to environmen¬ 
tally coerce us.” 

Supporters of the proposed 
deal, called the Panama Dec¬ 
laration, claim that that the in¬ 
tegrity of dolphin-safe labels 
will not be affected by the 
trade changes because no dol¬ 
phins will be killed. The White 
House and five major environ¬ 
mental organizations, includ¬ 
ing the Center for Marine 
Conservation, say that as long 
as no dolphins are “observed 
to die” during the process of 
chasing, entangling, injuring, 
and hauling them on fishing 
boats before releasing them, 
they are considered safe. They 
add that a single observer 
would be on-hand on every 
boat to make sure no dolphins 
die. 

The ASPCA and other orga¬ 
nizations against dolphin en¬ 
circlement say that this will be 
impossible to prove, claiming 
that appointed “boat ob¬ 


servers” cannot take into ac¬ 
count the dolphins that may 
have died hours, days, or 
weeks after being caught and 
released. Nor can single ob¬ 
servers on huge fishing vessels 
ascertain the number of dead 
dolphins that could be floating 
under water in the mile-wide, 
100- meters-deep tuna nets. 

And despite the dramatic 
reduction in observed dolphin 
deaths, documented proof is 
already coming to light that 
shows dolphin populations are 
not recovering, while other 
species, such as the spinner 
dolphin, are still declining. Ev¬ 
idence from no less a source 
than the Inter-American Tropi¬ 
cal Tuna Commission-a group 
made up of representatives 
from countries that fish in ETP 


waters-admit that dolphin 
deaths have gone up, from 
2,500 in 1997 to 3,000 in 1998. 
The ASPCA believes that with 
the embargo lifted, these nu¬ 
mbers could skyrocket. 

“If the public allows the 
Clinton Administration to cave 
into trade policy threats, who 
knows what other law will be 
under attack next?” points out 
Hawk. “What we do know is 
that if the Secretary rules 
against dolphins. American 
consumers could see falsely la¬ 
beled dolphin-safe tuna on the 
shelves of our supermarkets 
within six months, undoing de¬ 
cades of fighting to protect dol¬ 
phins.”

Healthways - a natural career

It was a decision that came 
naturally....literally Barbara Wade 
had made a career of teaching in 
the Redford Schools before shift¬ 
ing gears mid-way through her 
life to buy her own health food 
store-Healthways of Plymouth- 
some 16 years ago. 

For daughter Sue Wade, the 
choice to join her mother as co¬ 
owner and store manager eight 
years ago was a bit of a leap. 

Barbara, a former special edu¬ 
cation teacher, had also taught 
adult education classes in herbol- 
ogy, positive living and holistic 
lifestyles, so the idea of owning a 
health food store appealed to her 

“I was interested because it 
gave me a platform for teaching,” 
says Barbara 

Teaching consumers about a 
natural lifestyle came easily for 
Barbara for a number of reasons. 
First, she said, because she’s now 
in her 60s, Wade remembers life 
before the second World War, 
when a natural approach to eat¬ 
ing and treating illness was com¬ 
monplace. 

Sue, on the other hand, earned 
her Ph.D. and was teaching 
pathology at the University of Wis¬ 
consin before she joined her mom 
at Healthways. 

“When my parents first told me 
they bought the store, I burst out 
laughing,” Sue says. “I was in the 
medical field and the field didn’t 
think too highly of it [natural 
remedies and health food busi¬ 
ness].”

(NUE) - Are you buying your 
next home or selling your current 
home? The decision to do a radon 
test is just as important as setting 
the selling price or deciding 
whether to get a home inspection, 
according to Phil Jalbert with the 
U. S. EPAs Real Estate Team. 

Most .Americans acknowledge 
having heard about radon, Jalbert 
said. However, many people don’t 
know that radon is a naturally oc¬ 
curring, odorless and colorless ra¬ 
dioactive gas that comes from the 
decay of uranium, which is found 
in soil and water 

Two scientific reports in 1998 
confirmed that radon related lung 
cancer remains a serious public 
health problem. According to re¬ 
port author Dr John Doull of the 
National Research Council, 
“Radon in [drinking] water does 
increase people’s overall expo¬ 


sure ... but radon in indoor air is 
the biggest public health threat” 
Most of the risk is due to the 
transfer of the water borne radon 
into the indoor air and exposure 
through inhalation. 

In addition, the National Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences estimated 12 per¬ 
cent of lung cancer deaths are 
caused by radon each year. The 
Academy said that radon contin¬ 
ues as the second leading cause of 
lung cancer death after smoking, 
and that very small exposures can 
result in lung cancer 

EPA recommends that people 
fix their homes when radon levels 
reach 4 picocuries per liter of air 
(pCi/L) or more - a level 10 times 
higher than the average outdoor 
level, or .4 pCi/L It typically costs 
between $500 and $1,800 to fix the 
average home, with levels re¬ 
duced to 2 pCi/L or less. 


Everything you need to know 
about radon can be found in 
EPAs Home Buyer’s and Seller’s 
Guide to Radoa You can also call 
your local health department for 
help. If you need a radon test kit, 
call 1-800-SOS-RADON, or check 
the phone book for local radon 
service providers.

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CITY OF ROMULUS 
ORDINANCE NO. 99-151 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 32 TO ADD ARTICLE IV: SPECIAL EVENTS, SECTIONS 32-49 THROUGH 32-58 OF THE 
CITY OF ROMULUS CODE. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, HEREBY ORDAINS: 

THE CODE ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS, MICHIGAN, CHAPTER 32 IS AMENDED TO ADD ARTICLE IV, SECTIONS 
32-49 THROUGH 32-58 AS SET FORTH BELOW: 

Article IV: Special Events 
Section 32-49: Definitions 

“Special Events'’ means an event, including but not limited to, a circus, fair, carnival, amusement show, parade, festival, or public performance, 
but excluding residential block parties. 

“Person” means an individual, corporation, partnership, association or any other recognized legal entity. 

Section 32-50: Intent. The intent of this Amendment is to regulate the use of public streets, right-of-ways, parks, and resources in order that they 
may be reasonably accessible and enjoyed by the general public, and not usurped by commercial or special event groups to the exclusion of the 
public, review by the City Council, while preserving the health, safety, and welfare of the public as to ensure the enjoyment of the public at large 
at all special events. 

Section 32-51: Approval Required. In order to properly provide for traffic, crowd control, property maintenance, and the protection of the health, 
safety, and welfare of the public, it shall be unlawful for any person to participate in any special event on any City street, park, or public area of 
the City unless such activity is granted approval by resolution of the City Council. Applications shall be made to the City Clerk for such approval. 
Section 32-52: Permit. Upon approval by the City Council, the clerk shall issue a permit for the special event which shall specify the date(s), peri¬ 
od of time, and the designated area during which the special event is authorized to use the public property. 

Section 32-53: Unlawful Activities. If the City Council approves the special event, it shall be unlawful for any person at any special event to do 
any of the following within the area where said special event is to be held: 

a. Bring any animal (including fish or reptiles) to the special event, whether with a leash or not, unless said animal is part of an event that is autho¬ 
rized by the City Council, or any dog which is used as a guide or leader dog for a person who is legally blind, a hearing dog for a deaf or audibly 
impaired person, or a service dog for a physically limited person; 

b. Bring any bicycle or unicycle into the area where the special event is conducted. It is permissible to place bicycles or unicycles in any bicycle 
rack which may be provided at the parameter of the special event: 

c. Bring any skateboard, roller skates, roller blades, or any other similar device into the special event area: 

d. Take or carry any radio, tape player, stereo, boom box, speakers or any other device which transmits music or sound into the special event area. 
Section 32-54: Violation and Municipal Civil Infraction: Any violation of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be and constitute a municipal civil 
infraction. A “violation” includes any act which is prohibited, made or declared to be unlawful by this Ordinance. Sanctions for any violation of 
this Ordinance, which constitute a municipal civil infraction, shall be a civil fine of $50.00 plus any costs, damages, expenses authorized under 
applicable law for a civil infraction. 

Section 32-55: Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending 
in any court or administrative body, or any rights acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or existing, under any 
Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired or affected by 
this Ordinance. 

Section 32-56: Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of com¬ 
petent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to do so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and limited to 
such work, sentence, phrases or any portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 32-57: Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances adopted by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 32-58: Readings. This Ordinance shall be given a first reading on April 5, 1999, shall be enacted on April 26, 1999 and shall be effective 
May 13, 1999.

CHAPTER 4 ENTITLED ANIMALS, ARTICLES I, III, IV, 
AND TO REPEAL ARTICLE V, AND AMEND ARTICLE VII 
AND RESTATING IT AS ARTICLE V, FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF ADDING DEFINITIONS, STANDARDS FOR THE CARE 
OF ANIMALS, MODIFYING PROVISIONS WITH RESPECT 
TO THE SALE OF ANIMALS AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
LICENSING OF DOGS FOUR MONTHS OLD AND OLDER 

The City of Romulus of the County of Wayne hereby ordains: 

Section 1. Chapter 4, Article I, Section 4.1, is amended to add the 
following definitions: 

Adequate care means the provision of sufficient food, water 
shelter, sanitary conditions, exercise, and veterinary medical atten¬ 
tion in order to maintain an animal in a state of good health. 

Animal control shelter means a facility operated by the City to 
impound and care for animals found in streets or otherwise at large 
contrary to the ordinance of the City or State law. 

Animal shelter means adequate protection from the elements 
and weather conditions suitable for the age, species, and physical 
condition of the animal so as to maintain the animal in a state of 
good health. 

Livestock means and shall apply to ponies, mules, jackasses, 
or other equines, sheep, cows, goats, swine, poultry and rabbits. 

Sanitary conditions mean space free from health hazards 
including excessive animal waste, overcrowding of animals, or other 
conditions that endanger the animals health. This definition does not 
include a condition resulting from a customary and reasonable prac¬ 
tice pursuant to farming or animal husbandry. 

State of good health means freedom from disease and illness, 
and in a condition of proper body weight and temperature for the 
age and species of the animal, unless the animal is undergoing 
appropriate treatment. 

Tethering means the restraint and confinement of a dog by the 
use of a chain, rope, or singular device. 

Water means potable water that is suitable for the age and 
species of animal, made regularly available unless otherwise direct¬ 
ed by a veterinarian licensed to practice veterinary medicine. 

Section 2. Article III, Section 4-66(c), 4-69, 4-8 1 (a), 4-83(a) and (b) 
the title to Section 4-106, 4-109(a), are amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 4-66(c). Whenever any animal suspected of being rabid is held, 
as provided in this division, for a period of ten (10) days, and it is 
determined that the animal is rabid, the city animal control officer 
shall cause to be issued a written order directing that such animal 
shall be destroyed. 

Sec. 4-69. No person shall: 

(a) Fail to provide an animal with adequate care. 

(b) Cruelly drive, work, or beat an animal, or cause an animal to be 
cruelly driven, worked or beaten. 

(c) Carry or cause to be carried in or upon a vehicle or otherwise any 
live animal having the feet or legs tied together, other than an animal 
being transported for medical care, or a horse whose feet are hob¬ 
bled to protect the horse during transport or in any other cruel and 
inhumane manner. 

(d) Carry or cause to be carried a live animal in or upon a vehicle or 
otherwise without providing a secure space, rack, car, crate, or cage, 
in which livestock may stand, and in which all other animals may 


stand, turn around, and lie down during transportation, or while 
awaiting slaughter. As used in this subdivision, for purposes of 
transportation of sled dogs, “stand” means sufficient vertical dis¬ 
tance to allow the animal to stand without its shoulders touching the 
top of the crate or transportation vehicle. 

(e) Abandon an animal or cause an animal to be abandoned, in any 
place, without making provisions or the animals adequate care, 
unless premises are temporarily vacated for the protection of human 
life during a disaster. An animal that is lost by an owner or custodian 
while traveling, walking, hiking or hunting shall not be regarded as 
abandoned under this section when the owner or custodian has made 
a reasonable effort to locate the animal. 

(0 Willfully or negligently allow any animal, including one who is 
aged, diseased, maimed, hopelessly sick, disabled, or nonambulatory 
to suffer unnecessary neglect, torture, or pain. 

(g) Tether a dog unless the Tether is at least three times the length of 
the dog as measured from the tip of its nose to the base of its tail and 
is attached to a harness or no choke collar designed for Tethering. 

Sec. 4-81(a). 

It shall be unlawful for any person to own, possess or harbor a dog 
four (4) months or older in the city without having obtained a 
license incompliance with the provisions set forth in this division. If 
a person becomes the owner of a dog that is four (4) or more months 
old and not licensed he/she shall apply for a license within thirty 
(30) days. 

Sec. 4-83. 

(a) No license shall be issued unless the application for license shall 
be accompanied by a certificate of vaccination for rabies signed by a 
Licensed Veterinarian. 

(b) Certificate of vaccination shall not expire more than one (1) 

month before the date on which the License w ould expire. _ 

Sec. 4-106. Animal Control Shelter. 

Sec. 4-109. 

(a) Destruction, sale . All healthy animals not claimed or released 
within seventy-two (72) hours after being impounded, and injured, 
diseased and unhealthy animals after evaluation by animal control 
officers may be humanely euthanized. If, in the judgment of the ani¬ 
mal control shelter such dog could be sold, the same shall be sold at 
the animal control shelter, or under the supervision and direction of 
the animal control shelter, or otherwise disposed of, in conformance 
with state law when applicable. No dog shall be sold except in com¬ 
pliance with this ordinance. 

Section 3. Article IV title is amended to be “HORSES AND LIVE¬ 
STOCK” and Section 4-126, 4-128, 4-130, 4-131 are amended as 
follows: 

Sec. 4-126. Public nuisance. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to keep, care for, or maintain a 
Horse or Livestock in such a manner as to be a public nuisance. 

Sec. 4-128. Trespass. 

No Horse or Livestock at large or accompanied by its owner or 
keeper shall be permitted to trespass upon the property of another 
person. 

Sec. 4-130. Unsanitary stable or corral. 

No person may permit any condition to exist upon his premises 
where the Horses or Livestock are located that is likely to cause any 
offensive smells or to create noises such as to interfere with the rea¬ 
sonable and peaceful use and enjoyment of the neighboring property 
owners. 

Section 4-131. Diseased or unhealthy Horse or Livestock. 

No person shall possess, keep or harbor a diseased or unhealthy 
Horse or Livestock in violation of the state, county and city health 
regulations. 

Section 4. Article V, entitled “Livestock,” including Sec. 4-146 
through 4.170 are hereby repealed.

9-year-olds experiment with drugs 


(NUE) - By the time they’re 
nine years old; a small but sig¬ 
nificant percentage of stu¬ 
dents have experimented with 
cigarettes, alcohol, marijuana 
and other harmful drugs, Par¬ 
ents’ Resource Institute for 
Drug Education (PRIDE) re¬ 
ports. 

And, as students reach the 
sixth grade - ages 11 and 12 - 
their involvement in alcohol, 
tobacco and other drugs as 
much as quadruples from the 
fourth grade, perhaps as a re¬ 
sult of perceived peer use, 
PRIDE says. 

In the first national survey 
of drug use and violence 
among America’s youngest and 
most vulnerable students - 
grades 4 to 6 -- PRIDE found 
that hundreds of thousands of 
fourth graders, mostly ages 9 
and 10, have used: cigarettes, 
4.1 percent; beer, 7.7 percent; 
and inhalants, 6.3 percent. 

The survey’s findings repre¬ 
sent the responses of 26,086 


students in 22 states nation¬ 
wide, and add weight to par¬ 
ents’ need to monitor their 
children’s behavior for possi¬ 
ble drug use, including the use 
of home drug tests. 

The problem worsens as 
children get older. Previous 
research showed that, in the 
case of marijuana, student use 
increased 43 percent in junior 
high school, grades 6 to 8, and 
28 percent in high school 
grades 9 to 12. 

The PRIDE survey found 
that many fourth graders drink 
beer, 2.1 percent, and wine 
coolers, 2.2 percent, and “huff” 
inhalants, 2.2 percent, on a 
monthly basis. 

Fourth graders are aware 
that drugs are prevalent in to¬ 
day’s society. One quarter of 
them say that cigarettes, 24 
percent, and beer, 25 percent, 
are “easy to get,” and 11 per¬ 
cent say marijuana is just as 
accessible.
